EDWARD ROBERT MOSS, licensee, Rose Bowl Sports 
Book, voluntarily surrendered his sports book license to 
the Nevada Gaming Control Boárd at Las Vegas on April 1, 1971. 


BYBEE stated that MOSS had advised him that he and 
his associates have divested themselves of all gambling 
interests because of the FBI raids and arrests on the Rose 
Bowl Sports Book which occurred on December 12, 1970 and 


Mr. BYBEE further advised that the closing of the 
Rose Bowl Sports Book and the forcing out of the gaming 
industry of people like FRANK LARRY ROSENTHAL are a direct 
result of intensive and prolonged FBI investigation. He 
stated that the gaming control board has issued instructions 
by letter that all race and sports books in the state of 
Nevada must immediately remove all telephone lines with the 
exception of one telephone per race and sports book in orderr 
to conform with gaming control regulations. 


IV. Hearing Before United States District Court 
Judge ROGER D. FOLEY 


A hearing was heard in the court of United 
States District Court Judge ROGER D. FOLEY at Las Vegas, 
Nevada, on March 22, 1971. The purpose of this hearing 
was to hear a motion by the defense requesting the return 
of all gambling. paraphernalia:.seized by the FBI during 
its raid on the Rose Bowl Sports Book on March 20, 1971, 


Governmen at the hearing by the 
Department Attorney HAROLD E. CAMPBELL, JR., 25 
Special Agent in Charge, Las Vegas FBI Office, and Special Dre: 
Agent ROY L, TUSSEY, 

Judge FOLEY ruled that any legitimate Rose Bowl 


gambling tickets held by winning bettors who contacted the 
Rose Bowl Sports Book in order to collect their winnings should

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make arrangements with a representative of the Rose Bowl 
Sports Book so that these tickets could be compared with 
those seized by the FBI. After comparison the FBI would 
make available to the Rose Bowl a copy of the original 
ticket which would enable the Rose Bowl to satisfy its 
obligations to bettors who had won bets on sports events.

BERENT was advised that the FBI was investigating 
the illegal gambling activities which has occurred on the 
premises of the Rose Bowl Sports Book involving the acceptance 
of bets on sports events telephonically by employees of the 
Rose Bowl. 


BERENT stated that he is a close personal friend of 
FRANK LARRY ROSENTHAL whom he knows. better as 'LEFTY," 
He knows ROSENTHAL to be the manager of the Rose Bowl Sports Book. 


BERENT claimed that he regularly at approximately 
11:00 A.M. daily would contact the Rose Bowl Sports Book, as 
well as other sports books in Las Vegas, in order to determine 
what their "betting line" was. BERENT advised that the Rose 
Bowl Sports Book, as well as other S8ports books in Las Vegas, 
would furnish him the betting line pertaining to sports events 
for that particular day. 


BERENT denied that he ever placed bets.on sports 
events telephonically with anybody at the Rose Bowl or any 
other sports book in Las Vegas. He did admit that he places 
bets on sports events in person. He continued that he has made 

' these bets with employees of the Rose Bowl Sports Book:xand 
other books in Las Vegas. 


BERENT noted that he will furnish information on a 
confidential basis to "LEFTY" which pertains to a particular 
sports event. He cited as an example information which he 
has knowledge of which pertains to the physical condiition 
of a particular ball player on a particular team which would 
affect the "point spread" on this game. 


BERENT claimed that all of. his bets with employees 
at the Rose Bowl Sports Book are: made in his name and that he 
has no number assigned to him relative to making bets on sports

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G.L. VITTO, true name LAWRENCE VITTO, was interviewed 
on the premises of the Las Vegas FB1 Office. He advised that 
he is a sportscaster on Las Vegas Television Station 13 and 
is also a sports commentator on KLAV Radio. 


VITTO was advised that the FBI was investigating 
illegal gambling activities which has taken place at the Rose 
Bowl Sports Book and in particular involved the placing of 
bets on sports events in a telephonic manner between the 
bettor and a Rose Bowl employee. 


VITTO advised that he has been placing bets in a 
telephonic manner with employees of the Rose Bowl Sports 
Book since approximately August or September, 1970. He noted 
that he has been bettting on sports events, not only with the 
Rose Boyl Sports Book, but with many of the other sports books 
in Las “'egas for several years. He noted that he originally 
came to the Las Vegas area in 1958. 


VITTO advised that when he intiiados began betting on 
sports events at the Rose Bowl Sports Book, it was then known 
as Rendezvous Sports Book. Initially his betting was strictly 
in person at the counter wherein he paid cash in order to make 
bets on sports events. 


He advised that he began making his bets with the 
Rose Bowl Sports Book on the telephone as the result of the 
book owing him some money and the fact that on a particular 
weekend he was reluctant to drive all the way down to the 
book and as the result, he telephonically contacted the book 
wherein he identified himself as G.L. VITTO and the employee 
at the book accepted his bet telephonically. 


VITTO stated that he is acquainted with all of the 
employees at the Rose Bowl Sports Book; however, the three 
employees who normally handled his bets telephonically were 

- MARTIN KANE, JOSEPH SARNO and BERTRAM ROSS. 


He noted: that he knew the above three BREEEA as 
"MARTY," "JOE," and "BITSY" respectively.. 
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VITTO stated that he normally settled up his bets 
on the day following. his placing of the bets. with the 
exception on weekends. He pointed out that when he made 
bets on sports events on Saturday, he normally would go 
in on the following Monday in order to settle up the bets. 
lt was his recollection that his settling up with the book 
was made with RICHARD EGAN whom he betteri:knows as '"RICH", 
who has the title of bookkeeper in the Rose Bowl Sports Book. 


VITTO advised that he is a great sports enthusiast 
and without exception usually would make bets on all games 
which are either being televised or are being carried by radio. 
He claimed that his bets normally do not exceed $100 and usually 
his bets are only for $50 on each contest. He noted that on 
occasion he has bet as much as $200 which represented a composite 
of bets from his fellow employees at either the radio or 
television station who wanted to bet through him on a particular 
game. 


Eight tickets printed with the letterhead Rendezvous 
Sports Bookewere shown to VITTO. After examination of these 
tickets by VITTO, He acknowledged that all of these eight tickets 
represented bets made by him in a telephonic manner to the Rose 
Bowl Sports Book. The eight tickets shown to VITTO reflected 
the initials G.L. in the upper left hand corner of each of the 
tickets. They represented the following bets: Hawks minus 33 
for $110; USC plus 6% for $55; Southern Cal plus 6% for $200; 
Marquette minus 1135 for $55; Drake plus 4 for $55; UCLA minus 
13% for $55; Western Kentucky plus 4% for $55, and FRAZIER-CLAY 
fight for $32.50. 


VITTO stated that on no occasion has he ever paid the 
ten per cent excise tax to the Rose Bowl Sports Book when making 
bets telephonically on sports events. He added that it was his 
belief that 99 per cent of the people who make bets at the Rose 
Bowl Sports Book on the telephone do not pay the ten per cent 
Federal Excise tax. He ndted that the fact that he did not pay 
the ten per cent exctse tax on his telephonic bets represented 
a courtesy extended to him by the Rose Bowl and felt reasonably 
sure that this same courtesy was extended to bther players who 
made bets telephonically with the Rose Bowl. He did note that 
he is charged a ten per cent “vig" when he makes a bet in the 
Rose Bowl and loses this bet. This "vig” represents the handling 
charge on a bet for all books in Las Vegas. 


; VITTO stated that he has made bets on sports events - 
with the following legal bookmaking establishments in Las Vegas: 
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Rose Bowl Sports Book (in person and telephonic); Delmar (in 
person and telephonic); Derby (in person); Santa Anita (in person)" 
Paddock (in person); Churchill (in person). 


VITTO claimed that he has never made bets on sports 
events at either the Hollywood or the Santa Anita. 


VITTO advised that he possedsed no information 
concerning any persons other than EDDIE MOSS owning the Rose 
Bowl Sports Book,

WEINSTEIN admitted that he has not been gainfully 
employed for several years and makes his living at betting 
on sports events. He described himself as strictly a $50 
and $100 bettor because his personal finances would not 
permit him to bet any more than those amounts on sports 
events. E 


Eight betting slips, bearing the letterhead of 
the Rendezvous Sports Book, were given to WEINSTEIN for 
his inspection. He advised, after a perusal of these betting 
Slips, that these silips represented bets on sports events 
which he has made telephonically to employees of the Rose 
Bowl Sports Book. He continued that he has never seen these 
betting slips because most of his betting is made over the 
telephone, not only with the Rose Bowl Sports Book, but with 
other sports books in town. He claimed that he has never 
received a ticket representing a bet made by him through the 
Rose Bowl Sports Book.

WEINSTEIN advised that his physical health is
